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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

With respect to the objections to the drawings, the specification and the claims detailed in sections 1-5 of the Office 
action: The applicant's response has overcome these objections. 

With respect to the applied rejection to claims 32 and 36 detailed in section 7 of the Office action: It appears to the 
examiner that the response filed September 29, 2005 overcomes the rejection. However, the examiner notes that the 
claims are subject to further consideration and/or search. 

If upon further consideration and/or search the examiner finds the claims to be allowable, then Mr. Woodall has given 
permission for an Examiner's amendment to change the checkered character in line 25 on page 5 of the specification 
to -degrees-. 
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
